DIPHTHERIA.  Seven  of  the  cases  in  1940  occurred  in  a residential 
nursery,  and  two  in  a sick  bay  necessitating  a large  amount  of 
swabbing  (p* 11);  also  in  1941  isolated  cases  occurred  in 
residential  nurseries. and  a hostel* 

MEASLES.  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH.  During  the  last  few  months  of  1940 
and  the  beginning  of  1941  an  epidemic  of  measles  occurred,  which 
was  widespread  throughout  the  District*  There  was  also  a 
generalised  epidemic  of  whooping  cough  during  the  first  six 
months  of  1 941 • 

According  to  the  Registrar-General  there  were  no  deaths 
from  measles  or  whooping  cough* 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION.  In  March,  1 941  * an  Assistant  Medical 

Officer  was  employed  part-time  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
diphtheria  immunisation  treatment,  and  the  scheme  was  continued*-. 
Unfortunately,  during  1940,  owing  to  the .demands  of  other  work,  ’ 
no  visits  were  made  to  schools.

SCABIES.  There  has  been  a good  deal  of  anxiety  in  dealing  with  the 
greatly  increased  number  of  cases  of  scabies.  Treatment,  for  the  most 
part  was  given  in  the  Evacuation  Sick  Bays. 

TUBERCULOSIS..  By  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service  information  is  now  exchanged  of  notified  cases  of 
tuberculosis  amongst  age  groups  liable  to  military  service.

With  the  passing  of  this  emergency  Quedley  reverted  to  non- 
infectious  ailments. 

The  four  sick-bays,  Quedley  in  Haslemere,  Kilmory,  Cranleigh,  and 
Long  Acre,  Shamley  Green,  in.  the  Hambledon  Rural  District,  and 
Boughton  Rail  in  the  Guildford  Rural  District,  have  been  worked  as 
common,  to  all  three  Districts.  All.  Haslemere  infectious  cases  have 
been  transferred  to  Kilmory  or  Bough.ton  Hall,  and,  in  return,  Quedley 
has  admitted  a number  of  cases  from  the  Hambledon  Rural  and  Guildford 
Rural  Districts.  In  addition,  many  cases  have  been  admitted  from 
adjoining  areas  lacking  similar  accommodation.. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  eachi  year  shows  the  excellent  work 
which  has  been  done  by  Quedley,  for  which  the  Matron  and  her  staff 
deserve  the  greatest  credit.  The  sick  bays  have  proved  of  enormous 
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benefit  to  Haslemere  in  solving  Evacuation  problems,  and  have 
been  of  great  assistance  to  adjoining  Districts  also*

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SLAUGHTER  OP  ANIMALS.-  Last  year  I referred  to  the  fact  that 
the  Ministry  of  Pood  had  taken  over  one  of  the  slaughterhouses 
in  the  Haslemere  District  for  use  by  the  Government  as  a central 
slaughterhouse,  and  it  is  administered  by  a resident  manager 
under  the  Ministry  of  Pood.  This  management  has  proceeded  very 
satisfactorily  and  has  made  possible  a really  close  supervision 
of  meat  inspection. 

It  is  as  well  to  point  out  at  this  stage  that  the 
Ministry  of  Food  are  not  subject  to  the  local  authority’s 
inspection  and,  therefore,  in  the  future  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the 
meat  is  fit  for  human  consumption  will  only  be  a recommendation 
so  far  as  the  Ministry  are  concerned,  and  therefore  one  which  they 
may  at  their  pleasure  accept  or  reject. 

The  handling  of  imported  meat  by  the  Ministry  was 
unfortunately  very  much  less  satisfactory  than  . that  from  the 
Government  Slaughterhouse,  and  in  the  early  days  of  the  administration 
a great  deal  of  trouble  was  caused  by  the  very  unskilled  handling 
and  most  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  transport  of  imported  meat. 

An  unnecessarily  high  percentage  of  such  meat  was  made  unfit  for 
human  consumption  through  careless  and  unskilled  treatment  in 
transport  and  handling. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933  fifteen  slaughter- 
men were  licensed  for  one  year  to  slaughter  animals.

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SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS . - Although  the  Ministry  of  Health  standard  for 
meat  inspection  still  remained  as  that  obtained  in  pre-war  days, 
but  a good  deal  of  pressure  has  been  brought  Id  bear  upon  the 
inspectorate  to  lower  that  standard  the  object  being,  of  course, 
to  obtain  the  largest  possible  supply  of  meat  for  human  consumption. 
The  opinion  of  the  inspectorate  throughout  the  country,  and  it  is 
my  opinion  also,  is  that  on  no  account  should  this  standard  be 
lowered  and  that  no  war  justifies  the  sale  to  an  unsuspecting 
public  of  meat  in.  any  way  a suspect  of  disease,  and  in  this  district 
I have  maintained  the  pre-war  standard  of  inspection  throughout. 

In  this  connection  an  incident  occurred  in  July  in  which 
I condemned  a eow’s  carcase  and  organs  as  Generalised  Tuberculosis 
and,  therefore,  unfit  for  human  consumption,  a judgement  based 
on  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  their 
Memorandum  on  foods  No.  62,  which  has  been  the  basis  of  all  meat 
inspection. 

The  County  Slaughterhouse  Agent  made  an  appeal  to  the 
Ministry  of  Food  and  an  inspector  thereof  examined  the  carcase. 

In  the  presence  of  the  local  Slaughterhouse  Manager  and  .the 
Proprietor  butcher  the  Ministry  of  Food  Inspector  agreed  that  I 
was  justified  in  my  action  according  to  the  pre-war  standard  laid 
down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  but  that  due  to  present  conditions 
he  considered  a lower  standard  should  be  applied  and  indicated 
that  after  trimming  the  carcase  should  be  released  for  human 
consumption. 

I declined  to  agree  with  his  view  and  issued  a certificate 
of  condemnation  but  the  Ministry  of  Food  released  the  carcase  for 
human  consumption  in  this  district. 

Under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933  Thirteen  slaughter- 
men were  licensed  for  one  year  to  slaughter  animals. 
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
